The first news of a treaty with China 
has been confermed by subsequent 
dispatches.

The cold weather that has lately 
been experienced in Nevada has been 
uousually severe for the season. At 
places east of Reno the cold has been 
The Humboldt river is fro- 
zen six inches deep. It has never 


been frezen so early within the mem- 
ory of the white man. The mercury 
has already been ten below zero at 
Enrcka and still lower at Elko. Last 
Tuesday night the tempera*ure at 
Hasleck station was sixteen below 
zero. The Silver State suys Halleck is 
the coldest place ov the line of the C. 
F. railruad, but it must be a marrow- 
freezing spot if it is colder than Pros- 
scr creek, where the mercury run down 
tu thirty-eight degrees below zero last 
winter and came bear congealing al- 
t er. Upon the Comstock this 
week the nights have been cold 
enough, the observer of the nterprise 
noting as lowa. temperature as six 
above zero.
